• Policy #15
Increases time period for fulfillment of mitigation 
from 2 to 3 years

• Policy #17
Provides for a one-year extension of time period 
subject to LAFCO review and approval

• Policy #19
Discourages, but allows LAFCO to consider 
additional proposals involving agricultural lands 
even with pending mitigation for prior proposals
